The petition on be-
hall of this bank was signed by FOUR THOUSAND
citizens, living in its immediate vicinity, and the
rumber of persons who enrolled their names as
remanstrants amounted to ouly six,living 1o the
city of Columbus,  Under these circumstances
the democratic delegation from the eastern coun-
ties .were unanimous in the opinion that it was
advicable to suffer the stockholders to enjoy the
privileges of their original charter for the short
time of six mere yeare, suliject only to (hose gen-
erel laws which have since heen enacted for the
government of all banks heretofore created, and
tathe o ing additional limitations und restric.
rst. Univarsal, perfect, and immediate
tadi al and personal lalility of the directors
andl stouk-holders for every valid claim against said
bank, except in the cake of a depositor, who person-
ally and voluntarily agreed to depend on its corpo-
rale liability. Second. The specie basis for ils
issues in as lurge a proportion as has ever been
required by any act of Assembly of this State.—
Thirdly. Restriction of loans to directors and
stock-holders, to one hall the amount of stock
actually paid in and possessed by them. Fourthly.
The penitentiory clause to puuish all frauds or
altempted frauds, cheais or embezzlemeuts by the
president, cashier, directors, clerks or ngents of the
bank.

The whole act is to be found on the 19th, 20th,
and 21st pages of the acts of lost session. By the
ariginal sct, which the reader can find in the As.
sembly acts of 1834, the officers of the bank are to
muke a sworn veport of its condition to the State
Auditor every year. By the act providing for the
appointment of a baard of bauk commissioners,—
gee Swan's Statutes, page 126,—and the various
acts amendatory thereto, it is made the duty of the
officers of this and all other banks, to make state-
ments of Hheir condition upen ocath to the bank
commissioners every month in the year.  And the
bank commissioners are required to visit them
every year without previous notice and to maske a
thorough examioation of all the books, papers,
potes bonds and documents of the institution.
The bank must therefore live in the light.  Fraud
always loves darkoess.

INTERNAL IMPROVEMENT SYSTEM,

Many circumstances tended to render the de-
bates on this subject exciling ond snimated. Our
taxation is burthensome and oppressive to the last
degree. From the manner in which our financial
aflairs have been mapaged, no one man, perfaps,
in the State, knows the exact amount of our canal
debt, at present, [t certainly is iu the neighbor-
hood ol tiventy miillions of dollars, This is beyond
all comparison the most oppressive and burden-
gome public debt of which the people of Ohio
have had any experience. The essier and richer
means of payment afforded by the customs and the
public lands, to the general government, would
muke a debt of four hundred millions set as lightly
on the whole Union, as a debt of tweuty millions
does an Olio; our national debt at the close of the
late war amounted to about one hundred and thir-
ty millions and was considered heavy. I shall not
here enter into the abstract question whether a
public work, a canal or a road, for instance, may
or may not be of such general importance as lo
deserve to be undertaken by the State. Certain it
i#, that until human nature changes, the State will
have to pay immessurably bigher for the same
amount of work than an individual or a company
would. But we need not puzzle ourselves with
any suvh questions, for most of our so called pub.
lic works huve no pretensions to general impor-
tance, nor have they any real pretensions to actual
local importance—they are mere worthlesa specu-
lations.

Will the State undertake to make canals, rail-
roads, turnpikes and bridges for every county in
the State?  As well might the counties underiake
to muke them for themselves; it cannot be done,
THE THING 18 1mpo¥siBLE. Then shall the
State tuke the treasure and the means of all the
counties, and make canals, railronds, turnpikes and
bridges in afew counties? It oughtnot to be done,
THE THING Is UNJUST,

I expressly declime a consideration at this time
of the question whether any work can be of suffi-
cient public importance to deserve to be construct-
ed by the State. But I do most unhesitatingly
announce the principle that a State cannot right-
fully enter upon a system of local improvements.
There is no fear that this doctrine will prove false
or mischievous. Truth is great and will prevail,
This principle will win its way to universal accep-
tonce, whatever may become of its humble advo-
cate. Or il itshould fail, incrensing debt, increas-
ing taxes, increazing looseness of public moruls,
together with the blosted wealth of speculators,
garnered from the sweat of toiling millions, and
secret solicitation and back-door iutrigue, with the

DEATH OF THE PROPHET—JOE AND HI-

RAM SMITH ARE DEAD!!!

The steamboat Boreas, just in from Warsaw,
brings shocking intelligence from the scene of the
Mormon war. The following slip from the office
of the Warsaw Signal explaius the dreadful trage-
dy :

"Jon and Hiram Smith are dead—shot this after-
noon. An attock from the Mormons is expected
every hour. Will not the surrounding counties
rush instantly to our rescug?

Wanrsaw, June 27, 1844,

Itseems that the circumstances attendiag the
killing uf the prophetand his brother Hiram. ore
us follows :  Onyeseerday, Gov. Ford left Carthage
with about 120 soldiers, for the purpose of taking
possession of the **Nauvoo Legion' and their arms,
They srrived at Nauvoo about noon, and culled for
the assembling of the Legion.

About 2000 men witharmsimmediately respond-

ed toite call. These troops were put under com-
mand of Col. Singleton of Brown county, who ac-
companied Gov. Ford to Nauvoo,
The Governor finding sll quiet, left Nauvoo
about 5 o'clock, P. M., with a company of 60 men,
for the purpose of encamping about seven miles
from the city.

Ahout the same time that Governor Ford left
Nauvoo, the Prophet aud his brother were killed at
Carthage, under the following circumstances, as
near a8 we can ascertain them :

Joe and Hiram are both confined in the debtor's
room of the Carthage jail, awaiting their trial on a
charge of treason.  The jail was strongly guarded
by soldiers and anti-mormons, who had been placed
there by the Governor.

A Mormon attempted to rush by the guard, for
the purpose of forcing his way into the jail. He
was opposed by the guard, and fired a pistol at one
of the guard, giving him a slight wouud.

A general confusion ensued in the crowd around
the juil. Joeand his Mormon fellow-prisoners it
seems had provided themselves with pistols, and
commenced firng upon the guard within. He
then attempted to escape from the window, when
*a hundred balls eutered his body, and he fella life-
less corpse.

His brother Hiram shared the same fate. Rich-
ards, a leading Mormon, was badly wounded —
There our intelligence ends—what took place af-
ter this, God only knows, Mormons immediately
left for Nauvoo to carry the news of the death of
the Prophet. Itis feared that the Mormons at
Nauvoo will be so exasperated 05 to exterminate
the Goveruor and his small force.

The Boreas biought down most of the women
and children from Warsaw. [t is feared their town
is in ashes before this.

Qur citizens were oroused this morning by the
ringing of bells und a call to arms.  Our three in-
dependent companies aie already in marching or-
der. Maj. Flood hus ordered out the militia of
thisregiment, aud the steamer Boreasis wailing to
convey them lo the scene of action.

There isuo knowing where this dreadiul affair
willend. Moy have expressed fears that our city
is in danger, hecause most of the Warsaw families
have taken refuge here—hut we believe there is no
danger, we are too far from the scene of action.

Messengers have just left for Hannibal, and the
towns below lfor the purpose of arousing the Mis
sourians, The excitement in ourcity is intense,
and the anxiety to hear the fate of Gov. Ford and
his men is very great.

The western mail of this morning brings us but
few additional particulars, and they of not much
importance. In the course of a few days, we hope
to lay before our readersall the facts connecied
with the affuir, and, until then, we forbear giving
an opinion upon it.

The Cincinnati Atlas of yesterday says .

“The Mendota left Nauvoo on Fridoy lost, at 4
o'clock. Capt. Riley furnished the New Era with
many particalars, not given in the extract from the
Quincy Whig, and published in the posteript to yes-

terday’s Atlas. He says he stopped ot MNauvor
Mor several hours, and talked with a numbér of the

Mormons; and that while there a body of Mormaons
came 1, bearing the dead bodies of Joe Smith and
Hiram Smiuth. Mr, Phelps was not killed, but
was in Nauvoo when the Mendota left, making a
speech to the Mormons, and advising them to
peace. No Mormons were killed except Joe and
Hiram Smith.

“The Mormons all expressa determination to
keep the peace, and not (o resort to arms excepl in
necessary sell-defence. They state that, at Car-
thage, the Mormons were confined; that about 50
or 100 men, disguised, suddenly rushed on the jul
house; that the guard fired on them, and, wounded
three of them; that the men in disguise fired into
the juil and killed Hiram Smith before the door
was opened. Joe Bumith hed a revolving pistol,
and fired it two or three times without effect, but
was himsell soon killed by the assailants; thut Tay-
lor, the editor of the Nauvoo Neighbor, was in jail,
and shot through the thigh, but not seriously injur-
ed—Richards was not injured. After the assault,
the disguised mob retreated, and it was not even
known who they were. Theguard that had been
stationed at the jdfl, consisted of fifty men, leit by
the Governor, of whom only eight or ten were on
duty when the sttack wasmade oo the jail house.

In the Cincinnati Gazette, of yesterday, we find

the following :
NAUVOO.
The reports about the Mormons, and the death of

Joe Smith and his brother are various and cootra-
diotory. A traveler justfrom the scens, of appa-

rent candor and truth, gives the following acéount

of the death of the prophet: i
He was leltin prison, with Hiram, at Carthage,
and s guard of 60 men placed over them by order
of Gov. Ford.  The Guard, except about eight,
had left their pesition at the Jail, when amob._dis-

- | guised in dress; and painted hlack in their faces,

rushed into the Jail, shot Hiram dead, and then
killed Joe. No resistance was mado by either.—
Joe was leaning or sitting upon a window when
shot; he fell from it exclaiming, My God! My
God!and died. After he reached the ground he
was stabbed, spparently by a young man, in the
breast, whosaid ““Damn you; take that, you killed
my father." :

We give thisas we receive it without being able
to vouch for its correctness. We shall probably
get at the truth in a day or two.

FIFTEEN DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE.
ARRIVAL OF THE STEAMSHP BRIT-
TANIA.

I'ne steamship Britannia, Captain
